The massive storm, 
which has already killed 66 
people in the Caribbean, was headed toward a 
densely populated region that includes Wash- 
ington, New York and Boston, and its effects 
could be felt for hundreds of miles, officials 
warned. 

It could be the largest storm to hit the US., 
according to the National Oceanic and Atmo- 
spheric Administration. 

New York, Washington, D.C., and other big 
cities closed their transit systems and schools 
and ordered residents of low-lying areas to 
evacuate before a storm surge that could 
reach 11 feet. They warned that power out- 
ages could last for days. 

President Obama asked residents to heed 
the orders of state and local authorities to 
protect themselves from Sandy. 

“This is a serious and big storm,” Obama 
said after a briefing at the federal govern- 
ment’s storm response center in Washing- 
ton. “We don’t yet know where it’s going 
to hit, where we’re going to see the biggest 
impacts.” 

Sandy blew the presidential race off course, 
forcing Obama and Republican challenger 
Mitt Romney to cancel scheduled campaign 
stops.

Officials ordered many school closures, 
New Jersey casinos and Broadway theaters 
prepared to close, airlines got ready to halt 
flight activity in the New York area, and resi- 
dents cleared store shelves of vital supplies 
and food.

gency,” Bloomberg told a news conference. 

In Bridgeport, Conn., Fire Department 
Captain Frank Rivera was ordering residents 
of 300 waterfront homes to evacuate. 

“A lot of them are on their way out but some 
of them are thinking about [Hurricane] Irene 
and how they didn’t get damage and I tell 
them it’s two different animals,” Rivera said, 
referring to the August 2011 hurricane that 
brought severe flooding to parts of New Jer- 
sey and Vermont.

» Hurricane Sandy will 
join with a cold front 
in an event similar to 
Hurricane Hazel in 1954, 
said Bruce Sullivan, 

a meteorologist with 
the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric 
Administration’s 
Hydrometeorological 
Prediction Center. 


» One factor that sets 
Hurricane Sandy 
apart from last year’s 
Hurricane Irene, which 
caused $4.3 billion in 
damage, is that it will 
produce more than a 
foot of snow in higher 
elevations, especially in 
West Virginia, said Eric 
Leister, meteorologist 


with accuweather.com. 


That could lead to wide- 
spread power outages. 


» Hurricane Sandy also 
presents more potential 
for flooding than Irene 
because it will produce 
more storm surges, par- 
ticularly along northern 
New Jersey, New York 
City and Long Island, 
said meteorologist 

Dan Petersen with the 
Hydrometeorological 
Prediction Center. 


» Most tropical storms 
that make landfall in 

the mid-Atlantic region 
move northeast and out 
toward the ocean. Sandy 
will move northwest and 
unleash its fury over 

a greater area of land 
than the average storm, 
Sullivan said. 


» Sandy will be led in- 
land on its destructive 
path by a high-pressure 
system over eastern 
Canada and a storm sys- 
tem moving southeast 
across the Tennessee 
Valley, Sullivan said. 
Those two systems and 
their winds will act like 
a “steering mechanism” 
and draw Sandy to the 
northwest. 


» Hurricane Sandy will 
generate heavy winds 
covering an area more 
than 500 miles in di- 
ameter, Sullivan said. 
The hugely destructive 
Hurricane Andrew in 
1992 unleashed heavy 
winds over an area 


about one-fifth that size. 


» The large wind storms 
generated by Hurricane 
Sandy will create major 
flooding and storm surg- 
es, said Chris Landsea, 
hurricane forecaster at 
the National Hurricane 
Center. Coastal areas will 
be inundated with up to 
8 feet of storm surges, 
which will be devastat- 
ing for low-lying areas, 
he said.

Top court goes 
to the dogs 


Two dogs, a chocolate Labrador retriever 

named Franky and a German shepherd 
named Aldo, should have their day at the Su- 
preme Court. 

The court is scheduled on Wednesday to hear 
Florida’s appeal of two decisions by that state’s 
highest court that found the detection of drugs by 
trained police dogs had violated the constitution- 
al ban on unreasonable searches and seizures un- 
der the Fourth Amendment of the Constitution. 

These arguments involve distinctly different 
issues: whether a dog can sniff outside a home 
without a warrant, and how qualified a dog must 
be to do a legitimate sniff. 

They give the Supreme Court a chance to ex- 
tend, or limit, prior decisions giving police a long 
leash to use dogs, including for suitcases at air- 
ports and cars stopped at checkpoints. At least 
23 states joined each of Florida’s appeals, calling 
drug-detecting dogs “essential” at the forefront 
of efforts to stop illegal production and sales.
